During  the  ”©ar  a  confer one 3  was  held  at  the  wish  of  tho 

/ 

Council  for  the  City  of  Peterborough  to  see  if  a  combination  of  their 

Public  Health  Department  v/ith  that  o£  tho  County  and  District  Councils 
could  bo  effected,  not  only  with  regard  to  infant  wolfare,  but  also 
with  regard  to  all  the  public  health  activities  of  the  two  Councils. 
Representatives  of  the  County,  the  Cit,r  and  Rural  Districts  of 
Peterborough  and  Barnacle  attended.  Owing  to  legal  difficulties 
no  progress  could  bo  rmdo  and  the  proposition  was  postponed  to  a 
moro  convenient  season.

Thero  in  a  considerable  decrease  in  tho  number  of  birtha  recorded.  ‘ 
Last  7 oar  there  nor a  9 66  births,  729  of  those  being  attributed  to  the 
City .  In  1915  thoro  wrs?'o  940  births;  in  1914  096;  in  1915  944; 

and  in  19  12  9  50. 

Tho  highest  birth  rato  in  recorded  in  the  Peterborough  Rural  District 
and  tho  lowest  in  tho  Darnaok  Rural  District. 

Tho  birth  rato  for,  England  and  V'alen  as  a  v/holo  is  17.6  and  for  tho 
148  snail or  towns,  of  which  Pot or borough  is  ono,  18.0.  Tho  birth 
rato,  is  therefore,  conoid  erably  lower  than  in  othor  parts  of  England. 
57  children  wore  born  out  of  wodlock  as  compared  with  61  in  1919, 

54  in  1915,  49  in  1914,  64  in  1915  and  59  in  1912.  There  has  boon 
ho  inc-oased  illegitimacy  owing  to  the  ’hr,  either  in  this  or  in 
othor  Counties,  but  already  noy/orful  voluntary  organisations  are  heir-?

and  officially,  the  Local  Government  Board  gives  a  grant  to  local 
authorities  who  assist  those  unfortunates. 

I  have  stated  in  previous  reports  that  the  mortality  of  illegitimate

childron  in  your  area  is  very  high  and  it  would  therefore,  be 
advantageous  to  forn  a  no.1: one  for  the  prevention  of  this  wastage  of 

infant  lifo. 

From  January  lot  1917  to  December  51st  1°  17 ,  722  of  tho  801  births 
of  Otfj  wore  notified  to  tho  County  Hodical  Officer.  5 66  were  notified 

from  tho  City,  179  fror.i  the  Peterborough  Rural  District  and  27 
from  tho  Baraack  Area.  It  will  be  observed  that  practically  all  the 
births  were  notified  in  the  Rural  Districts  but  27  births  out  of 
the  995  in  the  City  wero  missed.  623  of  tho  births  woro  notified 

by  medical  men,  154  by  nidwives,  5  by  the  registrars  and  10  b"  friends. 
566  of  the  772  reported  on  wore  males,  582  fonales  $ind  in  4  notificatio 
tho  sox  was  not  statod.

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The  total  nunbor  of  deaths  in  the  a»lnini0,trativo  county  was  586, 
giving  a  nett  death  .rate  of  12.9.  Last  '-ear  there  were  614  deaths, 
the  rato  being  15.5  nor  1000  of  the  population.  In  England  and  Va&os 
as  a  whole  the  death  rato  was  14.4  per  1000  of  the  population;  in 
Uie  96  great  towns  14,6  and  in  the  148  smaller  towns,  of  which 
Peterborough  is  one,  15.8.  Tho  highest  death  rato  oaounred  in  the 
Peterborough  Rural  District  and  the  lowest  in  the  Barnacl:  area. 

T  e  principal  causes  of  death  wore  -  organic  heart  disease  55, 
bronchitis  55,  cancer  54,  pul  non.  cry  tuberculosis  48,  other  forms 
of  tuberculosis  85,  congenital  debility  51,  pn  junonia  (all  forms)  19, 
Nephritis  and  fright's  D  soaso  15.  Eight  deaths  were  duo  to  violence 
and  five  to  suicide.  The  number  of  deaths  duo  to  heart  disease 
and  bronchitis  is  n  tower thy  and  it  is  to  he  remarked  that  as  many 
an  So  of  55  occurred  in  persons  under  45  years  of  age.  Again,  11 
of  the  55  deaths  duo  to  brought tis  and  11  of  tho  19  due  to  pneumonia 
occurred  in  youQg persons  of  a  like  ago.

cardiac  and  respiratory  dlsoasos  seems  never  to  havo  interested 

the  Looal  Government  Board.  The  cause  of  these  diseases  is  much 

better  known  than  those  which  destroy  infant  life  and  I  can-ct  heir 

>  • 

thinking  that  p.  campaign  directed  to  tho  prevention  and  treatment 
of  those  ailments  would  yield  a  far  bettor  return  than  that  directed 
to  the  ^reservation  of  infant  life.  That  citizens  of  distinction 
should  ouocunb  in  the  height  of  their  usefulness  to  cardiac,  respirator 
and  renal  diseases,  which  are  to  a  g:-eat  ..xtont  prevontabl o,  is  one 
of  the  ndst  cogent  arguments  for  the  compulsory  examination  of  all 
adults.  At  * res ant,  nodical  inspection  is  limited  to  woung  p or sons 
between  tho  age 3  of  5  and  14,  the  healthiest  period  of  lifo,  but 
even  then  treatment  is  not  enforced.  An  interregnum  of  two  '--ears 
onerues  vhero  no  nodical  supervision  As  at  present  provided,  although 
tho  Few  Education  Act  of  1918  will,  within  tho  uoxt  seven  yoa.ro, 


obviate  this  difficulty. 

At  the  age  of  16  tho  Insurance  Aot  provides  for  males  and  females  in 
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roooint  of  loss  than  0100  a  "Oar. 


Unfortunately ,  thin  Act  ctoon  not 


provide  for  inspection  but  only  "or  treatment  of  a  very  lin  tod 
kind.  To  nun  up*  the  State  provides  nodical  examination  ith  iit 
treatment  for  ‘•■he  first  and  roodioal  troatmont  without  routine 
examination  and  supervision  "or  the  s’ooond  period  of  lifo. 

Again,  dental  troatnont  can  bo  provided  for  all  children  between 
ages  of  5  and  14  years  but  not  for  raalo  adults  unless  they  are 
incurably  insane,  fleobl o-mindod,  afflicted  with  venereal  diseases 
with  tuboroulosis.  The  oxnectant  nether  can  be  treated  for  dental 
trouble  but  the  expectant  father  is  rigidly  debarred  fron  a  life 
bonefit.  It  ia  pro  mined  that  a  Ministry  of  Health  will  romody 
those  absurdities  which  night  have  emanated  from  the  pages  of 
"Gulliver1 s* Travels”  and  not  from  the  regulations  of  Government 
Departments .

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  whole  County  in  61.1  per  1000  births 
as  compared  with  77.5  in  1910,  87. 2  in  1915,  75.7  in  1°14,  08  in 
1913  and  104  in  19 IS.  The  highest  rate  ia  again  found  in  ih  e 
Earoaok  Rural  District,  whore  of  28  children  born  as  many  an  four  died 
before  reaching  the  ago  of  ono  year.  Tho  lowest  rate  was  again 
obtained  in  tho  Peterborough  Rural  District. 

50  children  died  in  tho  Oity  of  Peterborough,  a  rate  of  84.3  and  05 
in  the  v/ho|jo  County,  a  rate  of  81.1. 

In  Dngland  and  V/aloo  as  a  whole  the  infant  mortality  rate  ’  as  97; 
in  the  96  groat  towns  104  and  in  tho  148  smaller  towns,  of  which 
Peterborough  in  one,  95  per  1000  births. 

Thoro  is  a  decided  incroace  in  infant  mortality  throughout  the  whole 
Countr-*' •  The  principal  Cannes  of  death  among  infants  in  1917

due  to  congenital  debility,  which  this  year  accounts  for  47 ,6fo  of 


the  total  infant  mortality,  is  a  very  different  natter 
In  this  connection  Dr  Collins  remarks  that  "  three  deaths  duo  to 
congenital  syphilis  might  bo  viewed  as  preventable  inasmuch  as 
suitable  treatment  of  the  mother  during  pregnancy  would  probably 

t 

have  resulted  in,  £he  birth  of  a  healthy  child  and  it  is  probable 

that  a  certain  number  of  nr ©mature  births  are  due  to  this  sane 

«* 

cause.  The  three  deaths  from  diarrhooal  diseases  and  two  from 
rickets  might  also  be  viewed  as  to  some  extent  preventable*'  . 

To  ascertain  how  many  infant  deaths  are  due  to  syphilis  it  would  be 
very  advantageous  if  practitioners  would  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunities  now  afforded  them  of  -"otting  the  Waasermann  test  for 
synhilis  performed  for  then  froo  of  charge  by  Professor  Doan  at 
Manchester  University. 

Unfortunately,  ffinly  7  samples  of  blood  wore  sent  to  tho  Laboratory 
by  private  practitioners ,  4  of  these  being  sent  by  one  practitioner, 

2  by  another  and  1  by  a  third.  I  have  no  record  that  any  wore 
sent  from  the  two  infant  clinics. 

Apart  from  syphilis,  our  knowledge  as  to  tho  causation  of  deaths 
from  congenital  debility  is  rather  limited,  but  this  implies  that 
furthor  research  by  clinical  as  well  as  pathological  methods  is 
desirable  and  in  no  way  justifies  an  authority  refraining  from 
sotting  up  infant  clinios.  It  must,  however,  be  remembered  that 
the  setting  up  of  such  clinics  bears  little  fruit  if  tho  filthy  sanitary 
conditions  of  tho  homes  are  allowed  to  persist.  A  glance  at  the 
infant  mortality  rat  ©3  in  the  manufacturing  towns  of  different 
types  as  compared  with  rural  populations  boars  this  oiub.  Thus, 


Bradford,  with  a  maternity  hospital  of  20  beds,  an  infants  hospital 
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with  (  br’.o,  a  staff  of  thro©  whole-ti.no  nodical  officers,  5 

munioipp.l  nuraea,  10  health  visitors,  5  olbrhs,  a  die*,  nvrov  and 

another  attendant,  still  records  an  infant  nortality  rate  of  12 r* 
for  1011  to  If  14,  12"  for  1°15  and  119  for  If  10 . 

Gatoahoad,  on  tho  other  hand,  has  no  V-oalth  visitors  or  other  official 
and  no  hospitals,  yet  the  infant  nortalitv  rate  for  1912  to  1914 
wae  130  and  in  10 1G  120.  Again,  in  rural  arodo  such  as  Dor1' shir o, 
3ambridgr.hiro,  Devonohiro,  Dorset,  Gloucester,  Hertford  and  Hants; 
the  infant  nortality  rate  varies  from  GO  to  79  nor  1000 .  It  would 
appear  from  those  figuroo  that  the  filthy  conditions  so  nr ©valent 
in  tho  Northern  cities  of  this  Country  aro  most  unsuitable  to  infant 
life  and  the  sanitary  and.  -other  clrounntancos  lower  tho  morale 
of  tho  population  to  such  an  extent  that  ’they  arc  quite  unfit  for 
parenthood,  a?  1  explain  fully  the  conparativo  failure  of  the

Dr  Collins  of  18,  Lincoln  Road,  Peterborough,  is  the  Inspector 
He  reports  that  there  were  six  mdwivos  in  practice,  eithor  on  their 
own  8,o count,  in  connection  with  Nursing  Associations  or  Institutions. 
A  Nursing  Institution  in  Peterborough  employed  no  loss  than  6  diff '  n 
midv/ivoa  during  tho  "oar  but  only  attondod  16  births.  Tho  number 
of  births  attended  by  midwives  was  1 86,  of  which  110  occurred  in 
tho  City  of  Peterborough.  At  Peterborough.  in  addition  to  the 
midwives  at  the  Institution  mentioned  above,  there  are  three 
m idwivos,  two  boihg  unqualified,  i.o.,  bona  fide  midwives.  One  of 
the  unqualified  niclwivoo  attended  108  births  and  the- other  5. 

There  aro  two  qualified  midwivos  in  tho  Rural  District  and  one 
unqualified.  Medical  Assistance  was  only  summoned  fo’.ir  tinosj 
for  stillbirth  on  three  occasions  and  for  tho  death  of  a  premature 
infant . 


HEALTH  VISITOR. 

Nurse  Bean  continued  her  excellent  work  as  Health  Visitor  in 
the  Rural  Districts  of  tho  County.  The  cases  to  bo  visited 
are  each  week  selected  by  tho  County  Modioal  Officer  and  given  to 
the  Nurse.  At  the  end  of  the  week  the  schedules  of  each  infant 
visited  are  returned  to  tho  County  Medical  Off icor .  Each  village 

is  visited  once  a  month.  Details  of  sanitary  dofocts  aro  referred 
to  the  District  Medical  Officer  concerned  and  cases  of  malnutrition 
from  poverty  are  referred  to  tho  Public  Health  Committee.  One 
such  case  was  granted  mill:  for  a  short  tine  during  the  -ear  under 
review.  Notices  on  the  proper  method  of  feeding  are  sent, 

together  with  instructions  as  to  the  care  f*f  the  expectant  mother.

Much  surgery  and  many  gallons  of  drugs 
Yfonld  bo  saved  if  a  eg  otonatio  campaign  of  thbs  nature  were  started. 
23  of  the  no there  suffered  fron  constipation  and  13  from  anaemia. 
Theao  oond.it ions  aro  to  a  certain  extent  dependent  on  bad  teeth. 

4  suffered  from  varicose  veins  and  rheumatism,  3  from  respiratory 
diseases  and  3  from  heart  disease,  5  woro  afflicted  with  digestive 
troubles ,  throe  of  which  woro  dependent  on  ulcerated  stomach  and 
bowels.  2  were  recorded  to  bo  suffering  from  goitre,  a  disease 
dependent  to  sons  extent  upon  polluted  water  supply,  fever  other 
mothers  suffered  from  one  or  more  of  the  following  troubles: - 
pleurisy,  floating  kidney,  erysipelas,  dropsy,  mammary  abscesses  and 
disorders  of  the  womb. 

It  would  appear  from  those  figures  that  about  50$  of  the  mothers 
suffer  continuously  fron  more  or  loss  chronic  diseases  and  that  for 
nearly  49$  of  these  ailments,  viz.,  bad  teeth,  there  is  no  provision. 
Voluntary  hospitals  are  usually  thought  to  undertake  the  treatment 
of  disease.  A3  a  natter  of  fact  thoir  limitations  as  regards  funds, 
spa,ce  and  staff  prevent  then  from  treating  of  anything  but  collapse 
from  disease.  Shis  they  lo  splendidly,  but  the  early  s; Tiptons  of 
serious  disease  auch  detailed  above  do  not  cone  within  tho  kon 
of  the  hospital  physician  or  surgeon  and  do  not  form  tho  subject 
of  hio  instruction  to  students.  Con  so  fluently,  they  are  regarded 

as  trivial  and  do  not  receive  the  treatment  that  is  their  due. 

Various  sanitary  defects  were  reported  by  tho  Health  Visitor. 

In  65  of  the  163  houses  visited,  over  32$,  grossly  insanitary  vault 
closets  were  noted.  In  one  village,  throe  of  those  insanitary 
structures  wore  the  onl:r  conveniences  provided  for  seven  houses. 

In  63  instances  there  was  insufficient  paving  or  none  at  all. 

In  40  there  were  defective  drains  or  no  drains  at  all.  In  35  there 
was  no  place  to  store  i  elfood.  Ventilation  was  defect ivo  in  15 
and  20  wore  ceriousl*'  damp.  A  polluted  water  mmply  was  recorded 
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in  10  properties,  Thr  >o  hones  had  serious  dilapidations  of  roof??, 

floor b  and  walla. 

5  Casas  6‘f  overcrowding  woro  brought  to  the  hotice  of  the  Sanitary 
Authorities.  In  on o ,  a  family  of  11  were  sleeping  in  two  bedrooms,* 
in  another,  a  life  number  found  adcommodation  in  throe  rooms,  and 
in  a  third  a  family  of  ton  had  only  two  upstairs  rooms  at  their 
disposal.  It  would  appear  therefore,  that  although  much  had  been 
done  in  this  County  for  tho  iranrov orient  of  rural  housing,  much 
remains  to  be  accomplished. 

Turning  now  to  tho  105  old  cases  it  is  satisfactory  to  record 
that  only  five  died,  one  from,  convulsions,  one  from  nnounonia,  two 
from  bronchitis  and  one  from  vomiting.  In  one  of  tho  cases  of 
bronchitis  tho  mother  went  to  work.  Measles  were  not  very 

common,  one  six  children  were  attacked.  Onl~  one  case  of  chicken 
pox  was  noted,  and  four  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurred. 

There  were  ten  cases  of  bronchitis  and  threo  of  pneumonia.  Only- 
four  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  occurred.  Six  of  the  infants 
were  wasted  or  badly  nourished.

The  above  estimate  ’./as  made  on  the  supposition  that  80  syphilitic 
persons  and  500  persons  suffering  from  gonorrhoea  would  present 
themselves  for  treatment.

The  County  Council  for  the  Soke  of  Peterborough  has  made  an  agreement 
with  the  Peterborough  Infirmary  to  hold  sessions  for  the  treatment 
of  venereal  diseases  o~n'  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  Fridays  and  Saturdays 
between  the  hours  of  10-30  am.  and  12-30  also  between  the 

hours  of  8  p . n .  and  9  p.n.  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  for  males  and 
between  8  p.n.  and  9  p.m.  on  Wednesdays  for  females. 

Treatment  will  be  strictly  confidential  and  no  out-patient  letters 
will  be  required.  Patients  must,  however,  present  Form  V8,  which 
may  be  obtained  from  the  patient* s  own  medical  adviser,  or  on  appli¬ 
cation  by  post  addressed  to  the  County  lledi  cal  Officer,  Ketton,’ 
Stamford,  or  personally  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  at  28., 
Fitzwillian  Street,  Peterborough,  on  Wednedays  and  Saturdays  between 
the  hours  of  3  p.m.  and ‘7  p.m.,  or  by  letter  addressed  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City  of  Peterborough. 

One  bed  for  male  patients  and  ene  for  female  patients  will  be 
available  for  those  Y/ho  require  in-patient  treatment. 

The  County  Council  has  also  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
the  University  of  Manchester  to  perform  all  the  necessary  laboratory: 
work  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  of  syphilis,  gonorrhoea,  and 
soft  sore.  Outfits  for  receiving  blood  and  other  material  may  be 
obtained  upon  application  on  one  of  the  forms  provided  for  the  use 
of  “medical  practitioners  from  the  House  Surgeon  at  the  Peterborough 
Infirmary,  who  will  at  once  send  by  post  or  otherwise  the  necessary- 
outfit  . 

Provision  of  Arsenical  Compounds:  Khar si van,  Arsenobillon, 

Novara enobillon,  Galyl,  etc.,  will  be  supplied  free  of  cost  by  the 
House  Surgeon  at  the  Peterborough  Infirmary  to  practitioners  who 
possess  the  qualifications  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
in  their  letter  of  August  29th  1915.  A  list  of  the  practitioners 
who  possess  these  qualifications  ia.  being  prepared  and  I  should  be 
glad  to  know  if  you  wish  your  name  to  be  placed  on  the  list  and  would 
send  me  the  necessarv  particulars  as  to  experience.  The  Local 
Government '  Board  considers  one  or  other  of  the  following  qualifications 
necessary:-

(b) .  Holds  a  certificate  of  satisfactory  attendance  at  a  course  of 

instruction  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  venereal  diseases 
(including  intravenous  medication)  in  such  Hospital  department 
or  in  a  recognised  medical  school  or  post-graduate  college; 

(c) .  Is,  or  has  been  wi thing  the 'last  five  years,  a  member  of  the 

permanent  staff  of  a  Hospital  managed  by  a  Committee  and 
containing  not  less  than  fifty  beds; 
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(d).  Produces.  Satisfactory  ovidonce  other  then  that  indicated 
in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  that  ho  has  had  adequate 
experience  in  the  administration  of  these  drugs  by 
intravenous  medication.

2nd  LETTER  TO  MEDICAL  MEW. 

"Pear  Sir, 

re  Diagnosis  of  Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Scheme  for  the  treatment  and  diagnosis  of  venereal 
diseases  has  now  been  in  operation  for  some  five  months,  and, 
although  a  certain  amount  of  work  has  been  undertaken,  it  does  seem 
that  the  facilities  have  not  been  sufficiently  realised  by  the 

Profession. 

The  Wassermann  re-actions  are,  as  you  are  probably  aware, 
undertaken  by  Professor  Dean  of  Manchester,  who  is  an  acknowledged 
expert  on  the  matter.  These  tests  are  available,  not  only  for  persons 
suffering  from  early  manifestations  of  syphilis  but  also  for  all” 
cases  where  stillbirth  and  abortion  have  occurred.  On  the  examination 
of  the  latter  groat  stress  is  laid  by  the  Local  Government  Board  at 
the  present  time  and  my  Public  Health  Committee  would  esteem  it  a 
great  favour  if  you  could  persuade  your  patients  to  submit  samples 
of  blood  and  samples  of  the  products  of  conception  to  examination. 

I  should  also  state  that  Wassermann  tests  are  available  for 
all  capes  of  nervous  diseases,  mental  diseases  and  deficiency,  all 
oases  of  heart  disease  and  aneurism  and  all  cases  of  tumour  of  which 
the  nature  is  uncertain. 

Outfits  for  obtaining  blood  and  samples  of  cerebro-spinal 
fluid  may  always  be  obtained  from  the  House  Surgeon  at  the 
Peterborough  Infirmary  upon  application  either  personally  -  1 

or  by  letter.

During  the  year  two  nuccossful  meetings  have  been  held,  one  for 
persons  in  a  position  to  influence  the  youths  of  tho  District, 
Insurance  Agents,  Secrotar:  ies  to  Trade  Unions,  etc.  This  meeting 
was  held  at  the  Boardroom,  County  Alderman  J. Batten  being  in  the 
Chair.

Since  the  Clinic  opened  on  October  1st  1917  to  September  30th  1919, 
100  persons  have  been  examined  and  treated.  4G  of  the  patients 
were  treated  for  gonorrhoea  and  52  for  syphilis. 

35  of  the  patients  suffering  from  gonorrhoea  were  males  and  13 
females.  33  of  the  syphilitic  patients  were  males  and  19fem&les. 
These  figures  illustrate  the  fact  that  women  do  not  apply  as  readily 
as  men  for  treatment  and  propaganda  work  is  mors  urgently  required 
among  women  than  among  men.

Tho  nurabor  of  patient  a  examined  at  the  Clinic,  although  considerably 
less  than  the  original  estimate  and  probably  representative  of  only 
a  fraction  of  tho  actual  amount  of  disease  really  present  in 
satisfactory  when  compared  with  other  aroaa. 

Thus,  at  Bootle,  a  town  of  09,881  persons,  104  patients  wore  treated 
during  a  little  more  than  nine  months  and  rede  649  attendances. 

In  Derbyshire,  a  Sounty  with  a  population  (excluding  Derby  County 
Dorough)  of  430,696  inhabitants,  only  49  cases  vrero  treated  during 
a  period  of  six  months. 

In  Cambridgeshire,  including  the  County  Borough,  with  a  population 
of  128,328  persons,  128  patients  attended  the  Cl ini o  during  12  months 

and  made  658  attendances. 

It  may  be  concluded  therefore,  that  in  oorinarision  with  other  areas 
tho  position  of  this  County  is  satisfactory,  but  here,  as  in 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  the  general  public  do  not  realise 
the  gravity  of  those  diseases  and  that  the  most  strenuous  propaganda 
wort  is  required.  If  such  vorh  fails  it  may  be  necessary  for  tho 
Government  to  have  recourse  to  other  methods,  e.g*,  the  compulsory 
notification  of  all  venereal  diseases,  followed  by  compulsory  treatment 
Lastly,  the  question  of  prophylabtio  treatment  of  the  disease 
immediately  after  sexual  connection  is  attracting  much  attention  at 
the  present  timo.  It  seems  uncertain  if  these  nfethods  are  absolutely 
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sure.
